The town’s 2013 capital budget, 
which calls for no increases in 
property taxes to fund the 79 proj¬ 
ects proposed, has been approved 
in principle. 

Town treasurer Brenda Garrett 
presented the $6.9 million budget 
to the corporate services advisory 
committee last week. She also pro¬ 
vided councillors with a 10-year 
forecast that shows spending of 
$48.4 million on capital projects. 

“Overall, the town’s reserve 
funds are growing,” Garrett report¬ 
ed, noting that the 2013 budget 
includes development charge esti¬ 
mates for the proposed new oudet 
mall in the Glendale area. 

“The town is in very good shape," 
said Lord Mayor Dave Eke, who 
was particularly pleased with the 
growth in reserves. 

"Strong healthy reserves for the 
next 10 years is a very positive 

The two major departments for 
capital projects - roads and water 
- account for about 60 per cent of 
spending. Some of the large proj¬ 
ects proposed for next year include 
$1.2 million for road construction 
and storm sewer work on Tanbark 
Road, $200,000 to replace a fire 
department tanker and $224,000 
for new pay and display parking 
machines. 

The proposed operating budget 
will go to committee Dec. 3 and 
council is expected to give final 
approval to both budgets Dec. 10.

Plane crash- 
lands at Niagara 
District Airport 
week after train¬ 
ing exercise

A shattered propeller 
caked with dirt and grass 
sits on a board room table 
inside the Niagara District 
Airport. 

The pieces are from a 
two-seater, single-engine 
aircraft that crash landed 
in the grass just short of 
runway 06-24 at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake air¬ 
field Sunday. 

The crash occurred just 
a week after local emer- 


training exercises at the 
airport to deal with just 
such a situation. 

Airport manager Len 
O'Connor said the pilot is 
from Niagara Falls and said 
he and his passenger, 
believed to be a female 
friend, are “lucky to be 

“The pilot came in to 
see me this morning and 
he has injuries, but they're 
not life-threatening,” said 
O'Connor. 

“He remembers coming 
in, but I think he blanked 
out as soon as (the plane) 
hit the ground." 

The plane's tail number 
is C-GHYQ, which is listed 
on Transport Canada's air¬ 
craft registry as being an 
amateur-built Emeraude 
aircraft, is registered to 
Niagara Fails resident R.G. 
David, who didn't wish to 


comment on the incident. 

The Emeraude CP328 
single-engine plane started 
the day at Dunnville 
Airport, where it's stored in 
a hangar. It's not clear 
when the pilot took off, but 
he landed at Niagara 
District Airport in the early 
afternoon. 

At 2:06 p.m. Sunday, the 
pilot and his female pas¬ 
senger accelerated from 
west to east down runway 
06-24 and lifted off the 
ground. 

“He took off and started 
climbing and at some 
point, declared an emer¬ 
gency,” O'Connor said. 

“He came around and, 
on his final approach, he 
crash landed.” 

The plane barely cleared 
a fence at the edge of the 
airport property before 
crashing at 2:09 p.m., just 
three minutes after it took 


off. The pilot and his pas¬ 
senger were taken to hos¬ 
pital with what police 
described as minor inju¬ 
ries and were released. 

Frank Collins, the man¬ 
ager at Dunnville Airport 
described the pilot as a 
retiree from Niagara Falls 
who is an experienced 

“He's very careful and 
very thorough on his 
examinations. He's 
extremely safety con¬ 
scious,” Collins said. 

“He's very cautious." 

The plane was manu¬ 
factured in 2011 and regis¬ 
tered in September of the 
same year. 

After the crash, the 
plane was loaded onto a 
flatbed trailer and moved 
to an area at the side of the 
airport for inspection by 
the Transportation Safety 


On Monday afternoon, 
John Cottreau, a spokes¬ 
man for the TSB, said the 
investigators had finished 
their work after interview¬ 
ing police officers who 
responded to the crash, 
airport officials, witnesses 
and the pilot himself. 

The crash has been clas¬ 
sified as a Class 5 event, 
which means no full inves¬ 
tigation will take place and 
no report will be released. 


“They've gathered 
enough information to 
determine that we wouldn't 
advance transportation 
safety, which is our man¬ 
date, if we went further 
with an investigation," 
Cottreau said. 

“No one died, so we're 
going to apply scarce dol¬ 
lars for investigations to 
the ones that will make a 
difference for transporta¬ 
tion safety."

When Terry Boulton, 
board member for the 
Niagara Historical Society 
Museum, set out to create 
a massive mural for the 
bare in the community 
centre he wanted to 
achieve the ‘wow factor.’ 

After a long and tedious 
process he has achieved 
just that. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
was wowed last Wednesday 
when the mural was 
unveiled at the cafd in the 
community centre. 

The mural encompass¬ 
es 200 years of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake's history with 90 
photographs on a 30-foot 
by six-foot panel of brushed 
aluminum called an alu- 
panel, a strong, rigid, light¬ 
weight material. 

The challenge was to 
narrow the vast history of 
NOTL down to 90 topics, 
said Boulton. 

Over the past couple of 
years the mural went 
through several stages to 
make sure it was accurate. 

“We had 200 years to 
cover and it does depict a 
timeline. We wanted to 


make sure we were select¬ 
ing relevant topics,” said 
Boulton. 

His committee reached 
out for the help of seven 
history buffs from town to 
help with the process, as 
photos were added and 
subtracted from the 

“This mural has been 
seen by many people who 
know this town,” said 
Boulton. 

“We found the images 
based on topics." 

If a photo didn’t fit well 
with the mural the topic 
was kept, but the image 
was replaced. 

Photos for the massive 
project came from people’s 
private collections, muse¬ 
ums and by reaching out 
to the community. 

Once all the pictures 
were collected and laid out 
and after the final selec¬ 
tions were made, members 
of council came to look at 
the mural as well and give 
feedback. 

The mural that is now 
attached to the wall at the 
community centre was a 
true community project, 
said Boulton.

Once the mural was 
put together the challenge 
remained to explain the 
photos, as the committee 
didn’t want wording on 
the mural. The first idea 
was a pamphlet, however, 
after some discussion, 
Boulton said the idea to 

bom. 

"That was really a 
quantum leap forward for 
the project,” he said. 

Ninety articles were 
written by about 60 vol¬ 
unteers. 

“There's a new voice 
for each article, it’s a dif¬ 
ferent style and manor,” 


said Boulton. 

The final copy of the 
mural was finished last 
week and installed at the 
Community Centre on 
Monday evening. 

Lord Mayor David Eke 
talked about the commu¬ 
nity and the volunteers 
who make it a special 

“When you build 
something new you like to 
personalize it. This is pho¬ 
tos that link the past 
ancestors to our residents 
of today,” said Eke. 

“Everyone in the com¬ 
munity is a significant vol¬ 
unteer, thank you to all 
who were involved in get¬ 


ting this together," said 
Eke. 

"Niagara-on-the-Lake 
is steeped in history. We’re 
acommunitythatis grown 
and this building accom¬ 
modates that. One or two 
people had the initial idea 
of the mural, but it took 
the community to make it 
happen. Terry was pas¬ 
sionate about this project, 
and he kept up with it,” 
said Terry Flynn, council¬ 
or for the town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

Funding for this proj¬ 
ect came from the town 
and a fundraising com¬ 
mittee, and carried a price 
tag of $15,141.

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Senior's view: prostate cancer important discussion during InfoHealth lecture at Library 


Diet plays a major 
role and for men 
the implication is to 
cut back on red 
meats and eat healthy.

Men, if your spouse 
keeps bringing home 
bushels of broccoli, be 
assured they love you. 

Last week's InfoHealth 
seminar hosted by Dr. Bill 
Brown at the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Public Library 
explored the Movember 
theme of prostate cancer. 


Dr. Michael Levesque, 
a genitourinary oncolo¬ 
gist, and medical students 
Jessica Saliba and Ted 
Maloney from the 
DeGroote School of 
Medicine at McMaster 
spoke to a fuU room at the 
library. 

The topic of prostate 
cancer was dealt with 
largely by Saliba and 
Maloney using a combi¬ 
nation of case study and 
information on the anato¬ 
my of prostate. They also 
emphasized that while 
various forms of screen¬ 
ing and treatments have 
their controversies men 
need to be informed and 
talk to their doctors. 

Unfortunately these 


are two things men often 
resist. Common in 
health care, it was empha¬ 
sized that diet plays a 
major role, and for men 
the implication is to cut 
back on the red meats and 
to eat healthy portions of 
vegetables, like broccoli. 

One of the challenges 
of prostate cancer is it 
grows slowly, and most 
men who have it eventu¬ 
ally die of other causes. 
Yet that does not mean 
one should ignore guide¬ 
lines for monitoring its 
presence. 

Especially for men, age 
50 and older, having a 
digital rectal exam (DRE) 
and the prostate - specific 
antigen (PSA) blood test 


are important for early 
detection. 

Personally I include 
this during my annual 
physical, because my 
father dealt with prostate 
cancer, which significant¬ 
ly increases my risk fac- 

Having talked with 
other men who have had 
prostate cancer, the advice 
is “get over it and do the 
screening and do it early.” 

There is an abundance 
of resources available on 
the Internet; however the 
best resource men can 
turn is to simply have that 
conversation with your 
doctor. 

That’s the view from

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Heart and Stroke Foundation NOTL looking for volunteers 


The Heart and Stroke 
Foundation, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake branch is looking 
for volunteers for February 
to go door to door on their 
street to collect donations 
for the Foundation. 

Two Niagara-on-the- 
Lake residents, A1 
Derbyshire and David 
Mansfield have volun¬ 
teered their time for a com¬ 
bined total of 78 years. 

Mansfield, and his wife, 
who have both been 
touched by the cause, par¬ 
ticipated in his 50th cam¬ 
paign last February and 
were successful in raising 
$430, which was added to 
the almost $12,000 raised 
by Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Between Mansfield and 
his wife they have had five 


bypasses and Mansfield 
himself has had two stints 
implanted. 

His involvement with 
Heart and Stroke began in 
1960 when he was the 
administrative assistant to 
the Chief Administrative 
Officer for the City of St. 
Catharines. He was asked 
to fill in for the mayor to 
represent the city at vari¬ 
ous functions - one of 
those functions was a 
meeting for the Ontario 
Heart Foundation (before 
the merge with the Stroke 
Society in 1974). 

His interest was sparked 
from this conference where 
the guest speaker was a 
doctor from Toronto who 
worked with Duracell bat¬ 
teries in developing the 
first pacemaker. 

“It was my sitting next to 
this doctor at the luncheon 


that I became fascinated 
with the heart and the 
development, coupled with 
the urgency of raising 
money as a prerequisite of 
the success of these devel¬ 
opments,” said Mansfield. 

He began canvassing in 
St. Catharines in 1960 and 
although his work led him 
to St. Thomas, he contin¬ 
ued his participation once 
his life brought him full 
circle back to Niagara-on- 
the-Lake in 1985. 

In what he describes as 
the highlight of his 


on Mary Street, where he 
has built up quite a name 
for himself and people 
expect him annually. 

He recalls a gentleman 
that used to wait for him 
each year to come by and 
collect donations. One year 
while out canvassing the 
man’s wife told Mansfield 
that he had passed away

Mary Street, which is a very 
profitable route if complet¬ 
ed thoroughly.

His involvement with 
the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation extend beyond 
canvassing. He is the secre¬ 
tary for the NOTL chapter, 
a charter member when 
they received the charter 
on Sept. 16, 1985, and 
wrote letters to Ottawa in 
1998 to support The 
Tobacco Industry 
Responsibility Act. 

He has also marched in 
the Santa Claus Parade for 
the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation and he has 
attended more flag raisings 
for February Heart Month 


canvassing for 28 years and 
has raised more than 
$21,000, with $7,000 of that 
raised during the last two 
years. 

His work with the Heart 
and Stroke Foundation 
began when a young lady 
approached him with the 
idea of joining as a February 
canvasser. He agreed, but 
never thought he’d still be 
doing it so many years 

He covers the same 
neighbourhood each year 
and has become somewhat 
of a February celebrity. He 
enjoys the visits that he has 
during the month and 
looks forward to that time 
to catch up with his regular 
donors. 

Derbyshire believes vol¬ 
unteers are the bread and 
butter of the campaign and 
the foundation, and con¬ 
tinues to keep at it because 
he enjoys it and knows the 
benefits to what he is 

“My hope is that 


people who agreed to can¬ 
vass would put the proper 
effort in. I believe that 
when we can find more of 
the younger generation 
that are engaged we will be 
able to make great strides,” 

“I just canvass,” he 
added, exemplifying his 
non-competitive nature, 
and highlighting the grace 
he has when it comes to his 
success.

any linger mental health 
issues. 

In Toronto about 100 vet¬ 
erans were found living on 
the streets. Most of them 
suffered from Post 
Traumatic Stress Disorder

“Veterans are proud 
people so they’re not com¬ 
ing forward to ask for help. 
We need to know who they 
are to be able to approach 
them and offer help. If they 

that's where we begin,” 
said Brian Peacock, past 
service officer. 

Many veterans are 
unaware of the programs 
that are being offered to 
them. Peacock said there 
are men who attend the 
Legion who struggle with 
hearing, but were never 
informed that as veterans 
they are entitled to free 
hearing aids and a lifetime 
supply of batteries. 

“There are a lot of young 


guys too who are 20 to 40 
years old who haven’t 
asked people what’s avail¬ 
able for them," said 
Peacock. 

Peacock’s nephew is a 
war veteran, serving in 
Bosnia, Croatia and 
Afghanistan. Out of his two 
tours to Afghanistan, he 
said that Bosnia was the 

After coming home 
from Afghanistan he was 
diagnosed with PTSD and 
at that time received thera¬ 
py and left the service. 

He has never talked 
about Afghanistan. 

“The guys today are 
under more pressure than 
we were. They're being 
shot at and it’s hard to tell 
who the enemy is,” said

When he left service he 
said he also suffered from 
PTSD, but in the 1970s 
there was no diagnoses or 
treatment for it. 

“I’m speaking as a vet¬ 


eran - this is an excellent 
program that should be 
promoted,” said Peacock. 

Currently the NOTL 
Legion has 56 members 
who are veterans. 

The money used for the 
program comes from the 
Poppy Fund. 

The NOTL Legion is 
reaching out to churches 
in town and connecting 
with Niagara shelters to 
help find any veterans who 
need assistance. 

“We want to give people 
this opportunity, and if 
there’s even one out there 
we want to find them,” said 
Funk.

assisting homeless persons 
in the City of Toronto, 
wanted to organize a 
Remembrance Day 
Ceremony to honour the 
homeless veterans. 

With assistance from 
The Royal Canadian 
Legion, Ontario Command 
it was held at the Scott 
Mission in Toronto. 

At the conclusion of the 
ceremony it became evi¬ 
dent that there were a 
number of homeless veter¬ 
ans within the city and a 
team made up of person¬ 
nel from Veterans Affairs 
Canada and The Royal 
Canadian Legion, Ontario 
Command were deter¬ 
mined to see what could 
be done to assist them. 

The team traveled to 
Buffalo in January 2010 to 
review the US model to 
end homelessness in vet¬ 
erans. From this a plan was 
formulated to launch a 
pilot project in Toronto.

In an agreement with 
the Good Shepherd 
Ministry and Veterans 
Affairs, an outreach work¬ 
ing has been embedded at 
the shelter. This enables 
the outreach worker to 


gain the trust of the veter¬ 
an and to coordinate the 
type of assistance required 
with the available resourc- 

With the assistance of 
Sweeny, they have 
approached other shelters 
in the downtown core. 

When news of the pro¬ 
gram reached the Ontario 
Command Legion 
Branches, they were very 
eager to assist. A Homeless 
Veterans Assistance Fund 
was started atthe Provincial 
Headquarters and the 
Branches responded with 
generous donations. 

With funds raised from 
the Ladies Auxiliary, "com¬ 
fort bags" were assembled 
with personal items such 
as shampoo, shaving 
cream, shavers, hats, mitts 
and socks and distributed 
to Veterans through the 
Outreach Worker. 

With assistance from 
the Homeless Veterans 
Assistance Fund, veterans 
have been permanently 
housed with assistance for 
their first and last month's 
rent, furniture and food 
vouchers. 

Rental assistance has 
also been provided to 
those facing eviction. 

Medical assistance has 
been given to other veter¬ 
ans such as dental treat¬ 
ments, transportation to 
stress therapy clinics, and 
eyeglasses.

The town is featured in 
the November 2012 issue of 
the Canadian Business 
Journal in which Lord Mayor 
David Eke and CAO Mike 
Galloway offer their insights 
into many developments 





happening in NOTL. 

The article can be found 
in the municipal section of 
the publication and provides 
readers with an overview of 
the town’s transformation to 
a premier agri-tourist and 
heritage destination and 
how that success is being 
leveraged to diversity the 
town’s economic base. 

“We’re pleased to be fea¬ 
tured in The Canadian 
Business Journal. It brings 
awareness to the town and 
we're able to communicate 
with a broader audience,” 
said Eke. 


He wasn’t sure how The 
Canadian Business Journal 
received the information 
about the town, but said that 
NOTL is a very well known 
location. 

“People who go to Niagara 
Falls are always reminded 
not to forget to go down the 
river to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake,” said Eke. 

In his platform when he 
was elected as mayor, one of 
Eke's objectives was to pro¬ 
vide jobs through develop¬ 
ment of the town’s prestige 
industrial lands. 

“I recognize the need to 
develop other industry in 
the town,” said Eke. 

“We want to get the word 
out that Niagara-on-the- 
Lake is open for business. 
This article is a good first 
step in reaching out to those 
investors and letting them 
know about the opportuni¬ 
ties we offer." 


He stressed that the town 
isn’t looking to attract indus¬ 
trial business, but rather 
prestige, clean industry. 

Eke said the area is very 
attractive for industry 
because of its geographical 
location. With the town situ¬ 
ated on the Canada-US bor¬ 
der, on the northwestern 
shore of Lake Ontario and 
the mouth of the Niagara 
River, Eke feels this is a prime 
location for a prestige indus¬ 
try to relocate to. 

"When developers look 
to build or relocate they look 
at the location for their 
employees too. The quality 
of life in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake is really good,” said 
Eke. 

The town wants to see 
growth in the prestige indus¬ 
trial areas zoned by the 
QEW, which offers easy 
access to the Greater Toronto 
Area, as well as the US mar¬ 
kets around the great lakes 
and throughout the east 
coast. 

NOTL is well known for 
having a healthy tourism 


industry built around heri¬ 
tage and natural lustre, but 
it’s hoping to expand by 
attracting new business and 
modem attractions. 

The town is seeing the 
face of tourism change. 
Tourism initiatives are more 
diversified based on market 
demand. Jet boat tours that 
rim out to Niagara Falls were 
introduced as well as bike 
tours. Many of the wineries 
now offer culinary experi¬ 
ences to compliment their 
tasting tours and the town 
will see two micro-breweries 
opening. 

Eke believes the next big 
step in NOTL’s tourist indus¬ 
try will be the opening of a 
large shopping centre in 
2014. The $170 million 
development will be the 
largest outlet mall in 
Canada. 

indicated that NOTL was 
one of two municipalities in 
the Niagara Region that saw 
a population increase in the 
last year. The town's popula¬ 
tion grew by 5.6 per cent.

Looking across the river 
from the window of his 
Delatre Street home, Jim 
Reynolds can see the beau¬ 
tiful backyard of Gretchen 
and Dennis Duling, whose 
property borders the 
Niagara River. 

So it's not surprising 
that Reynolds and the 
Dulings would have strong 
emotional ties to the 
Niagara River, which has 
become the subject of a 
shared, binational bicen¬ 
tennial project. 

It's been a few years in 
the making, with four teams 
of writers from both sides 


of the Niagara River work¬ 
ing together to produce a 
beautiful tribute that hon¬ 
ours two hundred years of 
peace between their four 
communities that border 
the river. 

From the Mouth of the 
Lower Niagara River pres¬ 
ents stories of four historic 
communities: Lewiston, 
Queenston, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake and Youngstown. 

The seed of the idea for 
the book was sown four 
years ago when the Dulings 
were visiting friends in 
Queenston, and a discus¬ 
sion about the river led to 
talk of the relationship 
between communities that 
were once very much 
involved in a war that 
divided them. 

Each community even¬ 
tually had its own team of 
authors: Michelle Kratts 
and Teresa Sharp 
Donaldson wrote about 
Lewiston, Jim Reynolds 
and Jim Smith about NOTL, 
Gretchen and Dennis 
Duling, Karen Noonan and 


Toby Jewett authored the 
Younstown section, and 
Linda Fritz, a relative new¬ 
comer to the area, took on 
Queenston. 

Because she didn't have 
a long history in the village 
herself, Fritz, who volun¬ 
teered to take on the 
Queenston segment 
because, although others 
were interested in contrib¬ 
uting but not in attending 
regular cross-border meet¬ 
ings, handled her role a lit¬ 
tle differendy than the oth¬ 
ers—rather than sharing 
her own thoughts, she col¬ 
lected contributions from 
long-time villagers and 
edited them. 

All agree it was a collab¬ 
orative effort, with the work 
of many contributors in 
addition to the principal 
authors, who all shared a 
passion for history and had 
stories they wanted to tell. 

They also agreed, said 
Reynolds, that they were 
not historians or academ- 

"This book is not an aca¬ 


demic treatise," they write 
in one voice for the pref- 

"It is the result of the 
curiosity, love and dedica¬ 
tion which drove all of us to 
tell a good story. It has also 
cemented lasting friend¬ 
ships which have been an 
inspiration to us all." 

People should read it for 
what it is, says Reynolds— 
hopefully they will find it 
interesting and enlighten¬ 
ing, and will learn some¬ 
thing about their own com¬ 
munities and their neigh¬ 
bours across the border, 
"but it is not a history book, 
and shouldn't be taken as

perspective from the other 
side of the border, which 
sometimes differed sub¬ 
stantially, says Reynolds. 

"Although there were 
often two points of view, 
we didn't argue a lot. We 
had some fun with it and 
developed friendships that 
will last beyond this book." 

The publication was 
financed by a grant from 
the US side that was intend¬ 
ed to promote 1812 bicen¬ 
tennial celebrations, and 
this book was considered 
appropriate as a lasting 
tribute to 200 years of 
peace, said Reynolds. 

Each of the authors sub¬ 
mitted a selection of pho¬ 


tos to go with their work- 
many more than there was 
room to publish—and 
many of them from the col¬ 
lection of Smith, who grew 
up in town and has a col¬ 
lection of thousands of 
photos, some his own, 
some sent to him by others 
who share his love of the 
town and its history. 

There will be a book 
signing of From the Mouth 
of the Lower Niagara River 
at the Niagara Historical 
Museum Nov. 28, at 7 p.m.

Approval of a new sub¬ 
division in St. Davids has 
been deferred after sever¬ 
al concerns were raised 
by neighbours and town 
councillors last week. 


In 2008, council had 
approved draft plans for a 
4.9-acre property on 
Paxton Lane for 11 single¬ 
family houses and 18 
townhouses that would 
include the existing 
Paxton House heritage 

The developer now 
wants to increase the 
number of townhouses to 
23 and build a private 
road within the town- 
house condominium 
development. Major 
archaeological finds have 
recently been discovered 
on two parcels of land, so 
the developer is propos¬ 


ing that these areas be left 
vacant. 

Planning staff recom¬ 
mended approval of the 
new draft plans, but some 
St. Davids residents 
objected to the changes at 
a public meeting. 

Norma de Meel, who 
lives on Goring Way, said 
she was concerned about 
the impact on her neigh¬ 
bourhood from an 
increase in traffic, espe¬ 
cially regarding the safety 
of seniors and young chil- 

Dennis Goring, who 
lives on Paxton Lane, 
objected to the density of 


the development. He said 
he also believed that hav¬ 
ing only 10 guest parking 
spaces for the townhouse 
units was “unrealistic”. 

“Smart Growth, as pro¬ 
posed by the province, is 
not always the best 
growth, especially for 
Niagara-on-the-Lake,” 
said Goring. 

Planning consultant 
for the developer, John 
Ariens, said he did not 
expect there would be 
traffic and parking prob¬ 
lems as the townhouses 
would likely be bought by 
empty nesters and early 
retirees with only one 


Some councillors 
expressed concerns about 
the open space areas 
becoming unsightly as 
provincial regulations for 
archaeological sites allow 
only limited improve- 

“There will be junk and 
rodents that end up in this 
natural regeneration 
area,” said Councillor 
Dennis Dick. 

The lack of sidewalks 
in the new subdivision, 
which includes pedestri¬ 
an and bicycle access 
routes, was also a point of 
contention for some 


councillors. 

Councillor Andrea 
Kaiser provided qualified 
support for the applica¬ 
tion, but said she still has 
some questions. 

She referred to the 
open space areas as a gift 
from the developers and 
said she was confident 
that the area would be 
well maintained as a par- 
kette. 

Planning staff was 
asked to consult with the 
developers about the 
issues raised and report 
back to council before 
they vote on approving 
the draft plans.
